fountain head, by the Eternal, and that 
makes me the only shnon pure democrat in 
this state, as far as 1 can learn." 


William Voorhies, of Decatur, is one of 


the few living Americans who knew Lafay- 
ette. When the marquis visited America 
for the last time in 1824, Mr. Voorhies, theu 
35 years old, met him in New Orleans anil 
had a social hour, and, no doubt, a soeial 
drink, with the old Frenchman. He de- 
scribes Lafayette as a courteous, vivacious, 
emotional man, full of the soeial arts tha1 
make a successful politician. "I remem- 
ber," ho says, "that when 1 saw the gen- 
eral at New Orleans, he was very anxious 
to secure a live specimen of the 'possum to 
take back to Franco for some scientific so 
ciety. He was fearful that he would not be 
able to get one, but before he got far up the 
Mississippi river he was fairly swamped 
with 'pospurns." 


After pointing several other remiues- 


cenees of Mr. Voorhies, flip letter sums up 
Decatur thusly: 


Decatur is a good town. 
It is full of his 


tory and memories, but, more fortunate than 
many Illinois towns, its memories are ob 
seured in the boom of business. 
It has

existence, but it will never shine iu tlie Hrst 
magnitude until it gets a new railroad depot 
aud an injection of the elixir of life into its 
hotels.
